To the Municipal Officers and Citizens of Buxton: 


I herewith submit my report as Fire Ward for 
the year ending February 11, 1927. 


The number of fires in the town for the past 
year six (6) the dates of their occurrance are as fol- 
lows:

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It would be fitting to say at this time that the 
Town of Buxton is better taken care of in the way 
of Fire Apparatus and other facilities for fighting 
fire than most any other town of its size and popula- 
tion in New England. This is a fact that the voters 
of the town should recognize and appreciate. 


The Fire Apparatus consists of one Larrabee 
Pumper, carrying 80 gallons of water that is used 
through small hose and lasts for 8 minutes. On this 
truck is carried 1050 feet of regulation fire hose for 
use where plenty of water is available. This pump 
is capable of a capacity of 330 gallons per minute, 
although rated as a 300 gallon pumper. Also car- 
ried on this pumper are two 8 gallon hand extin- 
guishers and other necessary fire fighting tools. In 
addition to this, we have a Ford Chemical carrying 
two 25 gallon tanks which can be easily recharged 
when exhausted. The Fire Department consists of 
. 22 permanent Firemen, who are ready to get into 
action at a moment’s notice.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and citi- 
zens of the Town of Buxton, the annual report 
is herewith submitted: 


During the past ten years special progress has 


been made in the field of education. Awakened 
interests have been manifested and increased  re- 
sources provided for support of schools. New 
departures in education have been undertaken, and 
ae standards have been sought. 


The high school subjects have been chao ee and 
the subject matter. of courses. greatly enlarged. 
Better preparation in the elementary schools is de- 
manded. Pupils are being tested to determine the 
efficiency of our methods. Mental tests were given 
the students in the Freshmen class in high school 
during the Fall Term. 


Yet it has not been possible to apply all of these 
new theories to our rural schools, and we are still. 
confronted with the rural school problem with its 
handicap to educational progress. 


All education should be adapted to the needs of 
the community. A criticism. has been directed 
against the high school of to-day in that there has 
resulted wastage and inefficiency from the acquiring 
of the subject matter that will not be used to any 
great extent. The tendency in recent years has been 
to develop the instuction along more practical and 
useful lines. There has been a wide recognition of 
the value of education, and subjects are no longer 
taught for their formal mental discipline. Education 


eee 
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will fail that does not set up specific habits for better 


_ citizenship. 


Teaching in the view of its widest possibilities © 
and usefulness is a very important profession. The 
supply of teachers fitted for the work has never been 
adequate to the needs. It is unfortunate that a pro- 
fession which demands such an all-round ability 
and training is of necessity made up of a personnel 
in which there is such a short term of service. Too 
often especially in our high schools, teachers look 


upon teaching as a temporary profession or a's a step 


to some other work. it is hoped that in the future 
with better salaries and improved conditions that 
there will be a greater permanency of the teaching 
force; and that we shall secure imporant vocational 
and prevocational objectives in education. 


Repairs 


The upkeep of the school-buildings in a town 
the size of Buxton with two large buildings neces- 
sarily means an item of considerable expense. But 
good working conditions are essential in order to 
secure the best results, and conserve the health of 
the pupils. 


The wiring of the high school building and the 
installing of electric lights by the high school alumni 
is very much appreciated. The active high school 
alumni has given a loyal support to our schools 
which is very commendable. Such support is a 
great help in securing educational progress. Elec- 
tric lights will aid greatly in the school routine 
work, and in school activities. The building can now 
be used for benefit of school and community in ed- 
ucational programs such as are given by Parent- 
Teachers Associations. | 
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The scope of the work in science has been 
ereatly enlarged by having eleetricity in the labor- 
atory. The subject of science can be made much 
more interesting and concrete by the experimental 
work now possible. New laboratory equipment has 
been purchased through the resources provided by 
the Hanson Fund. 


The painting of the walls and ceiling in the 
high school building has been done in a very satis- 
factory manner. The walls are now covered wtih a 
durable surface which can be easily cleaned; and 
the light colors render the rooms attractive and 
secure the proper diffusion of sunlight. 


The new light colored window shades have 
greatly improved the appearance of this building. 


In the Salmon Falls building a new steel ceiling 
was put up; and new windows provide correct light- 
ing conditions with light coming from one side only 
-and from the pupil’s left. This building has been 
thoroughly repaired. It was necessary to shingle 
this building and paint the outside walls. The 
interior wood-work, walls, and ceiling, were also 
painted. 


At the N. C. Watson school; outbuildings were 
attached in accordance with the State requirements. 


Your attention is again called to the law for the 
sanitary improvement of outbuildings which goes 
into effect on Sept. 1, 1927: The law requires ‘sép- 
arate covered Compartments attached to ‘school 
buildings. All of our elementary school buildings 
are now standard except, the Shadigee, Dearborn 
Hill, and Duck Pond buildings. In the case of these 
schools, owing to the location and condition of the 
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buildings, the attaching of outbuildings and the re- 
construction of the buildings to proper standards 
would require a considerable expenditure of money. 
In view of the small registration the advisability of 
continuing the Duck Pond School has been question- 
ed. For this reason it seems desirable to. have the 
town decide relative to discontinuing this school in 
accordance with the provisions of the law which are 
as follows: | 

Ch. 16 Sec. 2. B.S: ; 


Any town at its annual meeting or at a meeting 
called for that purpose, may determine the number 
and location of its schools, and may discontinue 
them or change their location; but such discontin- 
uance or change of location shall be made only on 
the written recommendation of the superintending 
school committee, and on conditions proper to pre- 
serve the just. rights and privileges of the inhabitants 
for whose benefits such schools were established. 


It will be necessary to attach out-buildings at 
Dearborn Hill or change the location of the school, 
and move the building, if this school is to be main- 
tained. 


These school buildings will need to be painted 
another year. 


During the present year the teacher in the Bar 
Mills Primary room has been handicapped by hav- 
ing an enrollment of 50 pupils. It is impossible for 
one teacher to do good work under such crowded 
conditions. 


In view of the increased enrollment there seems 
to be a need of utilizing the fourth room in_ this 
building for a school room. This plan would make 
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suitable provisions for closing the Duck Pond School 
and conveying the pupils to the Bar Mills Schools. 
Much better work could be accomplished in — this 
school with four teachers. 


‘It would seem wise to make this change; for 
if we maintain the Duck Pond School we shall be 
under the necessity of expending a large sum of 
money to bring the building up to ‘standard condi- 
tion. : 


Explanation In Regard To Conveyance 


The problem of conveyance of school children 
is one of the most difficult with which we have to 
deal. The law in regard to conveyance is as follows: 


The superintendent of schools in each town 
shall procure the conveyance of all common school 
pupils residing in his town, a part or a whole of the 
distance, to and from the nearest suitable school, 
for the number of weeks for which schools are 
maintained in each year when such pupils reside at 
such a distance from the said school as in the judg- 
ment of the superintending school committee shall 
render ‘such conveyance necessary. In all cases 
conveyance so provided shall conserve the comfort 
of the children conveyed. 


According to an interpretation of the Commis- 
sioner of education the following items are to be 
considered: 


1, The actual distance to be feacelied 
2, The condition of the roads. 
3. The season of the year. 


4. The age and physical condition of the children. 
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5. The ability of the parent to help his children 
to school without serious inconvenience to himself. 


The state school fund is ‘apportioned to towns 
as follows: 


ONE HUNDRED DOLLARS FOR EACH TEACH- 
ING POSITION maintained in town. 


THREE DOLLARS for each person returned in 
school census of all residents, 5-21 years of age) 


On the basis of Aggregate attendance; the re- 
mainder of the school fund is apportioned. 


State SGHOOL FUND RECEIVED BY town of 
Buxton for this year was $3,456:12;:—(to be credited 
to local accounts or appropriations for support of 
elementary and secondary schools including  text-. 
books and supplies for same.) 


There has been a very loyal support of our 
schools by the citizens of Buxton through appropria- 
tions for maintaining. our school system. We ap- 
preciate the co-operation of our teachers which has 
enabled us to maintain a high standard of work in 
our schools.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF SAMUEL D. 
HANSON HIGH SCHOOL 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the Super- 
intending School Committee: 


» I herewith submit my second annual report as 
Principal of Samuel D. Hanson High School. 


The enrollment this year is forty-eight pupils, 
seventeen boys and thirty-one girls. This is ten less 
than our enrollment of last year, because of the pre- 
valence of sickness during the fall term the average 
attendance was rather low, it being forty-four. Most 
of our pupils have long distances to travel to and 
from ‘school. Many live four and five miles away 
and the average distance for all pupils exceeds two 
miles. In spite of this fact many attend regularly 
and the names of those who have given perfect at- 
tendance are as follows:

The scholarship of the school shows marked im- 
provement over that of last year. Several pupils 
have received all A’s and the number of failures 
have been noticeably less.

No changes have been made in the course of 
study this year and the work has progressed with 
reasonable smoothness. At the beginning of the 
year it was found necessary to lengthen the daily 
program to eight periods and this necessitated an 
addition of forty minutes to the length of the school 
day. This change was readily accepted by all the 
pupils. The addition of this period allows more 
time for work during school hours and gives a well 
balanced ‘schedule to both pupils and_ teachers. 
Physical exercises usually in the form of calisthen- 
ics are conducted for a ten minute period each day. 
Penmanship and spelling also constitute part of the 
daily routine. 
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The installation of electric lights as a gift from 
the High School Alumni is an improvement which 
we highly appreciate. The use of electricity in the 
laboratory has proven most helpful. Many new 
pieces of electrical apparatus have been added to the 
laboratory equipment which will increase the value 
of the science courses as well as make them more 
interesting and practical. 


The renovation of the walls and ceiling of the 
building give to the rooms a more pleasing appear- 
ance and has added pleasantness to the work. 


The annual Senior Drama has already been 
given. All the teachers assisted in the direction of 
the play which this year was unusually successful. 
By the end of the present term we plan to give our 
annual prize speaking contest. Last year our school 
was represented at. the state and county prize speak- 
ing contest. The Junior Prize Essay and the Ameri- 
can Legion contests will follow in the spring term. 
Our annual school publication will be prepared and 
printed soon. | 


We are always pleased to have parents visit the 
school and thus show their interest in its welfare. 
No one can fully appreciate the school without vis- 
iting it occasionally. It is hoped that parents will 
visit more often and feel free to confer with the 
_ teachers for the best interest of their children. 


In conclusion I wish to thank Mr. Jack for his 
hearty cooperation in the work.
